It is nothing new to remark’ that 
‘persons living in Poking, no matter how 
well informed, know, as a rule, less of what 
transpires in the palace than those at u 
considerable distance, Very little ia cey- 
tainly known here, or perhaps anywhere, as 
to the relations which really exist between 
Li and Tso, . Externally their meeting is 
perfectly friendly, but the tigers heart is 
hidden by .the hair, and no one can toll 
what is underneath. Ghe thing, however, 
appears to be certain, that the wild rumours 
lately current in regard to the dangerous 
‘illness of the young ‘Emperor, sire tho gross- 
est exaggerations, The Governor-General, 
as is well known, has attached’ two foreign 
physicians to his staff, an event which 
happened in 1879 when Madame Li was 
aucecasfully treated. On his return from 
Peking, the Viceroy sent for his medical 
advisers to consult with them in regard to 
the health of the surviving Empress, who 
has been suffering for a year or more with 
an exhausting night fever, occurring every 
24 houis, evidently of an intermittent type, 
presumptively amennble to treatment og 
such, Her impaired digestion is the occa. 
sion of the diet of human milk, on which 
she has heen so long nourished. It is to be 
feared that Celestial prejudices are too 
strong to‘ admit the use of quinine, or any 
other foreign drugs, for a member of the 
Inperial family. . Tf such suggestions fail to 
be adopted, it. will not, however, be the 
fault of H.E. Li, who thoroughly appre- 
ciates the value of the medical science.
